How to Ply Difficult “Lies”, | 


Below wo give. the third of a 
series of articles on golf, contri- 
bated to the New York Brsening 
Post by Harry Vardon :—, 

Golf ia played in a setting of 
natare over vast expsoses of 
country, and it ia certain that, sé 
sidaously though greet-keepera 
may ‘work tocecure equsbility of 
conditions, thay can never pro- 
duce such a state of aniformity ss 
will resalt'in every shot of a 
particalsr kind meeting. with a 
standard fate = bs 
Nor weuld it be well if they 
could do su. * Part of the joy of 
the game is the piqusnt doabt 
which it is constantly pravoking.

We koow when 
we-bave strack a ehot well, and 
we feel thatthe ball ought to be 
lying favourably, but there is-al- 
ways the chance that we shall 
have to take some untoward con- 
dition into sccount, » § milazly, 
from an indifferent ehot, we may
